Just because a person is homeless, 
doesn’t mean that they should be anony¬ 
mous. 

The Government of Alberta has 
launched a program to allow homeless 
people access to official photo identifica¬ 
tion. 

“(We are) working with our partners to 
remove the barriers that homeless 
people face when tiying to get an ID 
card,” Minister of Service Alberta, 

Heather Klimchuk said. 

“One of the things that most people 
don’t realize is that many of these home¬ 
less people do have jobs,” added 
Jonathan Denis, Minister of Housing and 
Urban Affairs. “I am proud that these 
people will have the option of actually 
getting an identification card, setting up 
a bank account where they can negotiate 
their cheques and not going to a cheque 
cashing place where they face punishing 
fees.”

Alberta NDP MIA Rachel 
Notley said the Workers’ 
Compensation Board is dis¬ 
criminating against tempo- 
raiy foreign workers and 
she wants the minister of 
labour to direct WCB to 
change its policy. 

When a worker is in¬ 
ured, WCB pays out 90 per 
cent of their salary. When 
the injury is no longer be¬ 
ing treated, and if there is 
permanent disability after¬ 
wards, WCB then sets out 
to assess a long-term pen¬ 
sion. This is where foreign 
workers a discriminated 
against, according to Not¬ 
ley. 

“They do that by figuring 
out what kind of job the 


person can do given their 
disability and how much 
would this job pay, and 
then they take that amount 
and deduct it from the 
amount of compensation 
they used to earn,” Notley 
said. 

“The problem is that it’s 
not even theoretically possi¬ 


ble for him (a temporary 
foreign worker) to get that 
job because it’s illegal for 
him to take any job that he 
doesn’t have a permit to 
do.” 

Notley said she suspects 
thousands of foreign work¬ 
ers are affected by WCB’s

The end of fast food com¬ 
mercials for little Timmy 
— or at least a reduction 
in the advertising cam¬ 
paigns aimed at small 
children — is the goal of 
the Alberta Policy Coali¬ 
tion for Cancer Preven¬ 
tion (APCCP). 

The APCCP met yester¬ 
day morning with other 
health-advocacy groups to 
discuss the direction of 
the APCCP and the steps 
it will take to control the 
marketing aimed at chil¬ 
dren in Alberta. 

University of Alberta 
researchers have under¬ 
taken studies that show 
Albertan children are ex¬ 
posed to seven TV ads per 
hour, and that 80 per cent 


of those ads relate to un¬ 
healthy products. Accord¬ 
ing to these studies, 
children in Alberta have 
some of the highest expo¬ 
sures to this kind of ad¬ 
vertising. 

“What’s really hard is 
resisting the persuasive 
marketing,” said Dr. Kim 
Raine, co-director of the 
APCCP and professor in 
the school of public 
health at the U of A. 

“What we’re trying to 
do is actually educate the 
public more on how our 
environment is constrain¬ 
ing our choices, how 
there needs to be some 
control on that environ¬ 
ment, and how the indus¬ 
try shouldn’t be allowed 
no restrictions on their 
attempt to coerce kids to 
consume things that 
aren’t good for them.” 



Premier touts carbon capture 



Alberta Premier Ed Stel- 
mach says carbon capture 
and storage will pay off for 
the province in the long 
run. 

Critics have questioned 
whether carbon capture 
and storage will ever be eco¬ 
nomically feasible. 


Stelmach says the 
province will get its $2 bil¬ 
lion back and more through 
royalties that otherwise 
wouldn’t happen by bring¬ 
ing oil to the surface when 
carbon dioxide is injected. 

He says there’s 1.3 billion 
barrels of oil in old conven¬ 


tional wells that could be 
brought back to life with 
the process. 

Depending on the price 
of oil, Stelmach says those 
royalties over the next two 
decades could be worth be¬ 
tween $20 billion and $40

Andy Lloyd said he does¬ 
n’t want an apology from 
Williams, just the truth.

The toxic red sludge that 
burst out of a Hungarian 
factoiy’s reservoir reached 
the mighty Danube River 
on Thursday after wreak¬ 
ing havoc on smaller rivers 
and creeks, and down¬ 
stream nations rushed to 
test their waters. 

The European Union 
and environmental offi¬ 
cials fear a catastrophe af¬ 


fecting half a dozen na¬ 
tions if the red sludge, a 
waste product of making 
aluminium, contaminates 
the Danube, Europe’s sec¬ 
ond-longest river. 

Officials from Croatia, 
Serbia and Romania were 
taking river samples every 
few hours Thursday. 

The Hungarian reser¬ 
voir break on Monday dis¬ 


gorged a toxic torrent 
through villages and 
creeks that flow into wa¬ 
terways connected to the 
Danube. 

It is still not known why 
part of the reservoir col¬ 
lapsed and allowed waste 
to sweep through villages, 
killing at least four people 
and leaving three missing.

Privacy 
chief calls 
leak of files

leased the findings of her 
year-long investigation in¬ 
to a complaint by retired 
intelligence officer Sean 
Bruyea, whose medical 
and financial information 
ended up in briefing notes 
to two federal cabinet 
ministers. 

“What we found in this 
case was alarming,” Stod¬ 
dart said. 

“The veteran’s sensitive 
medical and personal 
information was shared — 
seemingly with no 
controls — among depart¬ 
mental officials who had 
no legitimate need to see 
it.” 

Bruyea called Stoddart’s 
findings a vindication and 
said the privacy violations 
are “morally disgusting to 
all Canadians.”

So far, our economy has 
survived the financial crisis 
thanks to our housing bubble. 
The construction boom fuelled 
spending on building materials, 
appliances, furniture, electronics 
and more. 

But the bubble is deflating. 

And more people are losing their 
jobs every day. 

South of the border, house 


prices continue to collapse. Over- 
indebted Americans will need 
years to clean up their balance 
sheets. 

As of now, 41 million of them 
survive on food stamps, and 
thousands more join their ranks 
every day. Canadi¬ 
an exporters will 
share their pain. 

Are we prepared 
for a severe reces¬ 
sion? No. Most of 
us are walking a fi¬ 
nancial tightrope. 

Canadians are 
struggling under 
record levels of 
debt — 145 per 
cent of disposable 
income. Carrying 
$50,000 on four 
cards and three 
lines of credit is the new normal. 
We’re living paycheque to 
paycheque. Six in 10 Canadians 
say they would be in trouble if 
their paycheques were late. Imag¬ 
ine if they lost their jobs. 

Who’s to blame? We are, of 
course. But so is the Bank of 
Canada, which has kept interest 
rates artificially close to zero for 
about three years now. 

When interest rates are low, 
we borrow to buy a house or a 
second car. Save? What for, when 
a certificate of deposit earns just 
one per cent? 

This was our government’s 
brilliant plan to get us out of re¬ 
cession: Entice people to shop till 


they drop. Two years ago, I was 
called crazy for advocating tax 
cuts instead of “stimulus” 
packages. 

“People will pay down their 
debt instead of spending!” Saving 
is wrong, I was told. 

How did that 
work out for us, 
other than making 
us more vulnerable 
than ever? 

The road to a real 
recovery goes 
through savings, 
not consumer cred¬ 
it. The Central Bank 
must stop this little 
game and let inter¬ 
est rates rise. This 
will hurt the econo¬ 
my in the short run, 
but it’s the path we 
have to follow. 

If we delay the natural adjust¬ 
ment of the economy any longer, 
we will end up paying a much 
heavier price. 

We face a simple choice — just 
as we did two years ago: Lots of 
pain now, or severe suffering lat¬ 
er. 

Unfortunately, it’s human na¬ 
ture to postpone hard choices. 
And in this, as in many things, 
politicians are all too human.

Rates may 
stay down 
if job 
numbers 
accurate 

If analysts are even close 
to being right about how 
many jobs the economy 
created in September, the 
Bank of Canada’s push to 
increase rate hikes 
during the summer will 
go into hibernation for 
the winter. 

There is an unusually 


solid consensus among 
economists that about 
10,000 jobs were added in 
September. 

BMO Capital 

economist Douglas Porter 
says that’s not even 
enough to absorb the rise 
in the number of people 
entering Canada’s labour 
force each month. 

As a result, the unem¬ 
ployment rate isn’t likely 
to drop and may rise 
from the 8.1 per cent 
recorded in August. 

Statistics Canada’s 
monthly report on 
employment will be con¬ 
sidered by the Bank of 


Canada as it considers 
whether to adjust its in¬ 
terest rates on Oct. 19. 

Analysts say the 
central bank will find it 
hard to justify a another 
round of tightening, 
which would be the 
fourth since June. 

The bank’s policy rate 
is currently at one per 
cent, after three quarter- 
point hikes from an all- 
time low of 0.25 per cent. 
The Bank of Canada 
pushed its short-term 
lending rates as low as 
possible during the reces¬ 
sion to stimulate the 
economy, the Canadian press

What do Elizabeth Taylor 
and Diane Lane have in 
common? Besides earning 
the title World’s Most De¬ 
sirable Woman (Lane, offi¬ 
cially, in 2004, and Taylor, 
pretty much all the way 
through the ’60s and ’70s), 
they’ve both shared the 
screen with a 1,600-pound 
leading man. 

No, it wasn’t Marlon 
Brando, it was a horse, of 
course! Both have starred 
in movies featuring four¬ 
legged cast mates — Taylor 
most famously in National 
Velvet, Lane in this week¬ 
end’s Secretariat, the story 
of racing’s most famous 
thoroughbred. 

Secretariat may be the 
most storied real-life horse 
to be portrayed in the 
movies, but he’s not the 
only one. 

Remember Phar Lap? 
The biopic of his life and 


career — he was the most 
famous Australian animal 
athlete of all time, so well 
known that his heart, pre¬ 
served at the National Mu¬ 
seum of Australia, is their 
most requested exhibit — 
was not a hit in North 
America despite a 100 per 
cent Rotten Tomatoes rat¬ 
ing, but was popular in 
Australia and New Zealand 
where the horse is a na¬ 
tional treasure.

Dubbed Three Men and 
a Horse by one writer, the 
story of a jockey (Tobey 
Maguire), a businessman 
(Jeff Bridges) and a wise 
old cowboy (Chris Cooper) 
connected with audiences 
and sold a hefty 5.5 million 


copies on DVD. Memorable 
quote? “The horse is too 
small, the jockey too big, 
the trainer too old, and I’m 
too dumb to know the dif¬ 
ference.” 

More fleet of foot than 
the racehorse sports 
movies is the Disney come¬ 
dy The Horse in the Gray 
Flannel Suit. Based on the

“The whole idea is to do 
something different from 
what you’ve just done,” 
Mirren explains. “The 
Queen was an incredible 
experience for me in terms 
of the attention the film 
got, but that sort of atten¬ 
tion kind of sticks. And I 
was getting a bit sick of 
people saying, ‘Oh, you’re 
so regal and you play all 
these queens.’ And I 
thought, actually I don’t 
play queens. I play lots of 
different things. For a long 
time before that, I was a 
police detective.” 

So to subvert such royal 
expectations, she grabbed 
a gun. Despite her profi¬ 
ciency with weapons on 
screen, Mirren insists she’s 




not a fan of firearms. “I 
don’t like to ever say a gun 
is fun,” she says. “The guns 
I found the most horrify¬ 
ing are these small ma¬ 
chine guns. They’re not 
funny, they’re terrible be¬ 
cause you can cause such 
havoc. Dreadful, dreadful.” 

Given that Red focuses 


on agents that have been 
put out to pasture, the top¬ 
ic of retirement is obvious¬ 
ly on Mirren’s mind — not 
that she has any specific 
plans to pack it in. “As 
night follows day, in¬ 
evitably it will happen, but 
I have no idea,” she ad¬ 
mits. “I think we all have a 


dream of what it would be 
like not to work and grow 
heirloom tomatoes. And I 
do have that dream. It 
would be lovely. I do love 
gardening and all of that. 
But I do love my work.” 

Of course, it’s not the 
actual acting — or the 
awards and attention — 


that Mirren would miss if 
she called it a day. Instead, 
she says, it’s the company. 

“In my job and in all 
the jobs related to my job, 
you get to meet and work 
with and be involved with 
clever, imaginative people 
who constantly surprise 
you.”

Zach Galifianakis might be 
best known for his role in 
The Hangover, but he’s 
been a fascinatingly origi¬ 
nal comedic voice in stand 
up for years. His act typical¬ 
ly involves playing gentle 
music on a piano while de¬ 
livering absurd non-se- 
quiturs like, “My New 
Year's resolution was to 
stop saying ‘you go girl’ to 
myself,” and occasionally 
berating the crowd like a 
crazy person. He has long 
played with the idea that 
he’s insane, so it should 
come as no surprise that his 
latest role is a hilarious and 
surprisingly dramatic turn 
as a psyche ward patient in 
It’s Kind of a Funny Story. 

“I’ve always been fasci¬ 
nated by that,” Galifianakis 


told Metro. “I think that a 
lot of people put on the 
front that everything is go¬ 
ing ok, but I feel that the 
human mind can go com¬ 
pletely crazy at any 
minute.” 

The delicate balance Gal¬ 
ifianakis walks between ec¬ 
centricity and comedic 
insanity has always been 
central to his work. This im¬ 
pressive new performance 
comes as a result of being 
able to explore mental ill¬ 
ness more thoroughly than 
ever before. 

“I actually did research 
and went to a couple of 
mental institutions,” re¬ 
vealed Galifianakis. “I’ve 
never really prepared for 
anything in my life, but for 
this it was important to see 
the real thing.” 

Fortunately, fans of the 
comedian needn’t be con¬ 
cerned that he’s become a 



dramatic actor. Co-directors 
Ryan Fleck and Anna Boden 
(Half Nelson) let Galifi¬ 
anakis improvise and in¬ 
fuse the role with his 
unique sense of humour, a 
freedom he considers vital. 

“Some writers don’t 
want you to mess with their 
words and I totally under¬ 
stand that. But they gave 
more freedom which is im¬ 


portant because a) I can’t re¬ 
member a lot of lines and b) 
quite frankly, not this 
script, but most of the 
scripts in the movie busi¬ 
ness are terrible. People are 
always saying, ‘I’ve always 
wanted to write a movie.’ 
Trust me, just write it be¬ 
cause you’d be amazed by 
what gets through the 
pipeline.” 


“I didn’t know how to navigate having 
two directors at first. I think Ryan is 
more hands on and Anna kind of 
whispers in his ear like, 'hey tell fatboy 
with the beard that he’s missing his 
light.’ They’re really nice people, very 
sweet and shy. I like that.”

event of the year: The 
Christmas No. 1. 

This has been something 
of a national obsession — 
successfully ported from 
what’s nothing more than a 
sales and marketing tool for 
the music industry — since 
the NME first started pub¬ 
lishing an official singles 
chart in 1952. People are en¬ 
couraged to push their 
favourite to the top of the 
charts in the buying frenzy 
before Christmas by buying 
singles. 

Usually, the winner is 
some mass appeal pop song. 
Then along came Simon 
Cowell. Beginning in 2005, 
there was an unbroken 
string of Christmas No. l’s 
from winners of his Idol-like 
show, The X Factor. 

Around this time last 
year, a couple from Essex 
said, “Enough is enough.” 
Using nothing more than a 
Facebook account and the 
power for social network¬ 
ing, they launched a cam¬ 
paign from their home to 


push Rage Against the Ma¬ 
chine’s expletive-laden 
Killing in the Name to num¬ 
ber one to fend off X Factor 
winner, Joe McElderry. 

Their campaign went 
global, receiving support 
from everyone from even 
Paul McCartney. And when 
the final figures were toted 
up, damned if the winner 
wasn’t Rage. 

So what about Christmas 
2010? There’s a new Face- 
book campaign dubbed 
Cage Against the Machine. 
The goal is to push a John 
Cage’s 1952 composition en¬ 
titled 4’33 to the top. This is 
even a weirder choice than 
Killing in the Name because 
Cage’s composition is noth¬ 
ing more than four minutes 
and thirty-three seconds of 
dead silence. 

Cage conceived the piece 
to get an audience to consid¬ 
er that all sound could, in its 
own way, be music. The 
work is performed by a sin¬ 
gle pianist who sits down in 
front of piano and does 
nothing for precisely 4:33.. 

You can even buy it on 
iTunes for 99 cents. 

I think this is brilliant. 
Anything that makes Simon 
Cowell’s head explode is 
fine by me.

• 250 ml maple syrup 

• 15 ml molasses 

• 50 ml heavy cream 

• 50 ml butter 

• 6 egg yolks 

• 125 ml slivered almonds, 
toasted 

• 125 ml pistachios 

• 1 uncooked flaky pie 
crust, bottom only

In a small microwave- 
safe bowl, combine cran¬ 
berries and water. 
Microwave on high for 1 
minute or until very hot. 
Set aside to cool. Once 
cooled, drain and discard 
water.

In a medium pan over 
medium-high, heat

and butter until boiling.

In a medium, heat-safe 
bowl, whisk egg yolks 
until smooth. While 
whisking continuously, 
slowly pour hot sugar 
mixture into egg yolks, 
allowing yolks to heat up 
gradually until entire 
mixture is incorporated. 


Key to crusts 


► Flaky, mealy and cookie 
crusts must be rolled, then 
fitted into a pie or tart pan. 
Crumb crusts are dumped 
into the pan, then pressed 
into place. 

> Whatever variety crust you 
use, it's a good idea to set 
the pie on a baking sheet 
when you place it in the 
oven. 


5 Fit a single pie crust into a 
pie pan, trimming and 
crimping edge. Sprinkle 
almonds, pistachios and 
drained cranberries even¬ 
ly into pie crust. Pour fill¬ 
ing mixture over nuts and 
cranberries, making sure 
they are evenly coated. 
Place pie on baking sheet. 
Bake for 45 minutes.
